TROUT TOO SMART FOR HARP; 
MAYBE YOU CAN BUY HIS OUTFIT 


We tiptoed through the garage 
last week and saw our trout fish- 
ing gear hanging on the wall ina 
corner. We pretended it wasn’t 
there and kept walking. 

The outfit is in top condition. 
The creel is still bright and new 
and does not smell of fish. The 
rod and reel bear none of the 
nicks and scratches that come 
with years of creeping through 
the underbrush. We remember 
with some embarrassment the 
broad hints of last Christmas and 
birthday time which resulted in 
our receiving these items as gifts. 
We remember with pain the only 
two trout fishing journeys that 
we undertook. 

Trout fishing contrasts sharply 
with our normal pastime of striped 
bass fishing. In doing the latter 
you just sit in a gently rocking 
boat waiting for the fish to come 
to you. The wind and rain may 
cause some discomfort, but hot 
coffee is always at hand and you 
just hump your back into the 
wind and ignore it. Trout fishing 
is another thing. It reeks of hard} 
work, of long hours climbing up} 
and down jumbled rocks and steep 
inclines. You must go to the fish, 
and sometimes it can get to be a 
real task. 

Our first trout excursion last 
spring took us above Camp Nel- 
son. We got out of the pickup 
near a small trickle of water. We 
couldn’t believe that we were go- 
ing to fish such a small stream. 
We then walked for about 45 
minutes and began fishing. In 
the next three hours we caught 
one fish, lost a package of cigars, 

left three flies clinging to the tree

and managed to get wet up to our 
waist, and got our white tennis 
shoes dirty. 

Our second trip was with Ron- 
nie Hale, Porterville’s answer to 
Sir Edmund Hillary, the conquer-| 
or of Mount Everest. Hale called 
during mid-morning one Saturday 
to propose a trip to Kings River 
Canyon for a few hours of fishing. 
We left immediately. We pictured 
a short, pleasant walk down a 
white, rock-lined path to a heav- 
ily stocked river. We started down 
to the river at Yucca Point along 
a path that was made for Big- 
horn sheep. We kept going down ; 
and down, until we suddenly rea- [# 
lized that this was going to be no 
gravy train. When we finally 
reached the bottom we sat down 
on a large rock that promptly 
rolled into the fast flowing river. 
The place was booby trapped. 

For the next several hours we) 
waved frantically in the air with| 
our rod and our fly splashed 
hither and yon. We climbed over 
big rocks and little rocks, edged 
around a narrow ledge above a 
deep pool,.lost several flies, and 
caught narry a fish. At about 
dark Hale allowed as how we 
might just as well mosie back up 
to the car and we stated climbing 
up a slick ganite steam bed. We 
are no Fred Astaire on level 
ground and on slick granite we 
aren’t agile at all. 

At 10 that night we finally 
staggered back to the car, tired 
but much wiser. The trip taught 
us several lessons: 1. Never, NEV-

POLITICS, 
BARBARY APES, 
AND RELIGION 


A wild, torrid political cam- 
paign is the center story of HORN- 
STEIN’S BOY, a new novel by 
Robert Traver, author of the very 
popular 1958 novel ANATOMY OF 
A MURDER. Whereas there is 
plenty of salty conversation in 
this, there is not nearly as much 
sex as in his former novel. The 
hero, a smalltown lawyer, is talk- 
ed into running for Senator on 
the liberal Democratic ticket. The 
campaign, once started, offers 
fireworks in plenty, with samples 
of many of the issues on which 
such a candidate would have to 
declare himself, especially the sta- 
tus of Negroes, and with side-is- 
sues planted by a hostile neo-Fas- 
cist newspaperman. The ‘‘Horn- 
stein” of the title is the hero’s 
campaign manager; a gifted, Jew- 
ish jazz musician. 

Paul Gallico’s many fans will 
doubtless enjoy his latest tale 
called SCRUFFY. This is a sort 
of silly — but entrancing — story 
about the Barbary apes on Gib- 
ralter during World War II, and 
the legend that if the apes died 
the British would be driven from 
the»Rock. Assigned to preserve 
them is a young Army captain, 
aided by his fiancee (later his 
bride) and by a tough, hard-drink- 
ing artillery sergeant. One of the 
apes, an ugly, malevolent creature 
nicknamed Scruffy, is the most 
troublesome but also the toughest 
and the one with most personality. 
As usual, with a Gallico story, 
this has quantities of amusing de- 
tail and is very, very readable. 

Conrad Richter’s devoted band 
of admirers will find his latest 
novel, A SIMPLE HONORABLE 
MAN, at the library now (Rich- 
ster’s last novel, THE WATERS 
OF KRONOS, won the National . 
Book award for 1960). This is a 
portrait of an unassuming, cheer- 
ful, high - principled Lutheran 
preacher in rural Pennsylvania in 
the early years of this century. <A 
quiet, slow-moving story that has 
a fine regional feeling for the 
Pennsylvania farming and mining 
country, some wonderful, sturdy, 
likable characters and a strong 
theme of integrity. However, it is 
also a story of poverty stricken 
frontiers, of hard-bitten, cantan- 
kerous, fault-finding humanity. 

Some other titles headed for 
popularity include NO OTHER 
HARVEST, by R. L. Hardman —
